DISCOVERY IS . 
> GREAT AID TO SCIENTISTS. 
‘Wonderful ; Relics Found 


in a Cave in Southwestern Part of the 
State—Evidence of Prehistoric Man, 


Louts, “Mo., “May 31.—[Special. a 
cave situated almost in the southwest cor- 


has been found some most startling archezo- 
logical relics of the world. The discoveries 
prove without a doubt the existence in Amer- 
ica of the prehistoric cave man, and are. 
of inestimable value from:a scientific view. 

For weeks ten men have been busy ex- 
cavating. and it will take another month 
te complete the work. The cave is peventy 
feet long, a holedug out of solid rock. The 
bottom is covered with a coat of ashes three 
feet deep. Out of the débris have been dug 
four human skeletons, the arms unduly one 
and legs unduly short. 

Flint knives, spearheads, and drills as 
well as bone and stone instruments were 
found in great abundance: Alang the wall of 
the cave water pouring off the limestone 
formed huge stalactites, which must have 
been In process of formation for thousands 
of years. The ‘stalactites formed above the 
coat of ashes, under which the skeletons 
were found, show the cave to be of ex- 
treme age. 

Only four eiehtatorte skeletons were ever 
found, three in Burope and one tn America.

holding. a baby, because the woman,got into 
the carrousel seat before her turn came. 
The Jew. rushed at the woman and bowled 
her out of the seat so-brutally that ashe [ost 
hol@-of her baby and ‘the latter’ rolled out 


on ‘the pavement.’ That- kind’ of’ brutality” 


on the part:of the Jew manager the crowd 
would not starid ‘and a general onslanght on 
the Jews followed..

RUSSIA AND WARM WATER, 
- The main object of Great Britain’s for- 
eign policy seems to be to keep Russia 
away from warm water. We do not pre-

THE TOPEKA CALAMITY. 
The first three months of 1903 were un- 
marked by any serious disaster in this 


- country. It was not until April that the 


first records of fatality began. In that 
month cyclones and storms swept through 


Arkansas and Alabama, destroying over 
forty lives, and these have continued 


through the last month in Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, Missouri, Iowa, and Oklahoma, adding 
forty more to the list of fatalities, The 
work of destruction has not ended yet. 
Following the cyclones come “floods and 
fire in a portion of the same region, west of 
the Mississippi river. 

Comparatively small rivers, swollen by 


heavy rains, have overflowed their banks, 


involving millions of dollars in industrial 
losses at Des Moines and Ottumwa, Ia., 
Lincoln and Beatrice, Neb., Lawrence and 
Salina, Kas., and Kansas City. There has 
also been loss of life at some of these points, 
possibly a score all told, but disaster in its 
most fatal results and far reaching. conse- 
quences has visited North Topeka, the in- 


dustrial section of-the state capital, by the 


sudden overflow of the Kansas river. All 
of North Topeka‘is under water and the 
flood has also made its way to the higher 
ground of South Topeka. Flood and. fire, 
two antagonistic elements, have combined 


in the work of destruction. It is too early. 


as yet to state with any definiteness the ex- 
tent of material losses’ or the nuniber 
of lives which have been sacrificed to 
the swift rushing waters carrying burning 
buildings in every direction and causing 
scores of new fires, leaving scores of hu- 


}.man beings the sad alternative of choosing 


the least painful death by drowning, but it 
seems certain that the death list may reach 
somewhere between 100 and 200. . 

“Apart from the loss of life, whatever it 
may be, the full extent of this calamity can 
be realized only when it is taken into ac- 


count that 7,000 persons in North Topeka 
alove are homeless and that business has | 
suffered losses to the extent of $3,000,000. 


This means increased losses to labor and 
losses of homes, and furniture; and clothing 
‘to thousands.’ It.meaus little short of com- 
plete ruin to a great number. Unless 
‘prompt and thorough precautions are em- 
ployed it may mean that pestilence will add 
to the mortality caused by fire and flood. 


The splendid manner in which the people 
of Topeka came to the rescue of the unfor-, 


tunates and the prompt and business like 
way in which the authorities acted, though 
unprepared when called upon, show that 
they have an undaunted spirit and resolute 
purpose in the face of calamity. “ Bleed-

The 
H Fred Curzon is one of King Edward's 
foreign service Messengers, and as such be- 
longs to the foreign office. He served for a 
time, I beHeve, as attaché of the British em- 
bassy at Rome, and.is a brother of Har! 
Howe, formerly treasurer of the royal house- 
hold, and now a lord in waiting to the king. 

Mrs. Fred Curzon, who jis an exceedingly 
pretty and popular woman, is a daughter of 
the late Capt. Dodsworth Jeffreys, @ gal- | 
lant army officer, and a granddaughter of 
Chambre Corcor of Cor castle, County Cork. 
She ie a woman of excellent family, who, 
owing to financial reverses of her father, and 
her own taste for the drama, went.on the 
stage, where she has achieved considerable 
success and much popularity as an actress 
under the name of “‘ Ellis Jeffreys. 

It was with the entire consent of her hus- 
band’s father, the late Earl Howe, and of | 
the other relatives of his family, that she re-. 
mained on the stage after her marriage, the | 
large income which she derived from her 
profession contributing in no small measure 
towards the support of the establishment, as 
Fred Curzon hae nothing but a small allow- 
ance as a younger son, and since the last two 
years his pay as a foreign service messenger 
at $1,200 a year.
